second, division. The letters are from 
Private Hugh R. Pulver, Company F, 
307th American training, American ¢x- 
peditionary foreé, and wére written 
July 5 and July 238. 

Private Pulver, who is an eastern 
man, knew no one in Atlanta when he 
came to Camp Gordon, and with others, 
met Mra. Mitchell through the ¥. M. 
Cc A, amd was frequently entertained 
by Mrs. Mitchell afd others. Among 
other thimgs he says: 

“I haven't seen the company in quité 
a while, 44 I am Of detached sérvice. 
Just what it is I ean’t write, but I am 
well and am having & veTy good time 
I have been in Paris quite a number 
of times. Yesterday being the Fourth; 
we had a holiday. I wasin the city and 
Was in the Chapelle des Invalidés, 
where the Napoleon tomb is, and it was 
wonderful. Such arthitettufal work I 
hever saw. 

“We saw a number of aeroplanes, 
guns and other material which have 
been captured from the Hufts in the 
present and greatest of all wars. Frits 
has been very quiet for the past few 
hights, and we have hot had to get out 
of bed now for twe whole nights— 
something unusual, J should say, over 
here. Every one here is in a very good 
humor just now, for wé wéfe off 
just before the Fourth for e first 
time sinee we left Camp Gordon. I am 


afraid I'll make a very poor French- 
man, as I can’t catch the tongue at 
all 


Mrs. Mitchell speaks French fluently, 
and at her home she gavé ag ge ces 
to a number of Camp Gordon boys dur- 
ing their sojourn near Atlanta and 
supplied each of them with a little 
dictionary cartying translations fof 
their own wee. : 


“Paris is far different from Atlanta |; 


so far as ‘wet goods’ are concérned,” 
writes Private Pulver. “Theéfe ts a baf 
and tables on the sidewalks almost ev- 
ery other door. They all seem to be 
doing a rushing business, especially 
Sundays, for the stores and markets 
are open Sundays the samé as on other 
days.’ 

In his second letter, July 28, Private 
Pulver tells of being made a corporal 
in his company, and is as proud of the 
promotion as he would be of “a cigar- 
ette.” He tells of his great disap- 
pointment at not gettifig to see his 
people at the place he embarked for 
overseas, and says: 

. “Since I received my appointment I 
can’t complain, for I have had it pretty 
éasy. One night as I was coming in 
after posting my guards I could. hear 
the guns roaring at the front quite 
lainly. Since we have been here there 
ave been a dozen raids at night on 
Paris, and in the morning pieces of 
pbranee are found. The uns are 
being driven back now daily, and if 
the good wotk keeps on as it has been 
going for the past féw days I guess 
we will be back in the old U. S. A. pret- 
ty soon.”

URGES ITS MEMBERS 
TO SAVE GASOLINE 


Following a request of the bureau 
of conservaton, oil division, United 


States fuel administration at Wash- 
ington, asking all automobile owners 
to refrain from. utilizing their cars 
for pleasure trips on Sunday, the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Georgia State 
Automobile association held a meeting 
on yesterday afternoon at which it 
Was unanimously resolved that every 
local member be urged to stand back 
of the government and honor the fre- 
quest to conserve oils and gasoline, 
not only on Sunday, but at al! other 
times in so far as it is practicable to 
do so. The secretary was instructed 
to communicate the request to the 
various automobile clubs throughout 
the state. 

Supporting the general request from 
the administration, the state automo- 
bile association is in receipt of a 
communication from A. G. Batchelder, 
executive chairman of the American 
Automobile association, August 26. 

The letter says: 

“There are about 6,250,000 motor ve- 
hicles in the United States. If each 
vehicle economizes in fuel at the rate 
of a gallon and a half per week it 
would mean a saving of 7,875,000 gal- 
lons per week, or 409,500,000 gallons 
in the year, which at a conservative 
average price of 25 cents per gallon 
to the consumer would mean a saving 
in twelve-month period over $100,000,- 
000.” P 

It is estimated that the observance 
of the request of the government by 
the owners of the 9,400 pleasure cars 
in Atlanta will conserve each Sunday 
32,000 gallons of gasoline, valued at

FLOUR REGULATIONS 
GUING ON NEW BASIS 


Substitute Required Will Be 
Only 20 Per Cent After 
September a 


September 1 the food administra- 
tion’s flour sale and consumption regu- 
lations will go on an entirely new ba- 
Sis, it was announced Wednesday morn- 
ing by Dr. A. M. Soule, state food ad- 
ministrator. The flour card system for 
farmers is abolished; the 50-50 ruling 
on the sale of flour is‘ revised, and 
flour substitutes are confined solely 
to rye, barley and corn flour. All flour 
is to be put on a basis of 80 per cent 
standard wheat and 20 per cent substi- 
tutes, according to the new order. 

The order requires that all cornmeal 
shall be bought separately from the 
off-set substitutes in the purchase of 
standard wheat flour. 

The administration announced that 
it expected to bring immediately on to 
the market “victory mixed flour,” which 
will be a ready-mixed flour on a basis 
of 80-20, in order that retailers may 
make straight sales without the neces- 
sity of combinations. 

The new order requires that all flour 
i\mixtures, except pancake ftour, be pre- 
pared on the following basis: 
| “Wheat and barley, four pounds of 
standard wheat flour to one pound of 
barley flour. 

“Wheat and corn, four pounds of 
standard wheat flour to one pound of 
corn flour. 
| “Wheat, barley and corn, eight pounds 
of wheat flour, one pound of barley 
flour, one pound of corn flour. 


| Wheat and rye, three pounds of wheat 
flour, two pounds of rye flour. 

“The order further provides: ‘Whole 
wheat, entire wheat, or Graham flour, 
must contain 95 per cent of the wheat 
berry and may be sold without substi- 
‘tutes. All of the above “victory” mix- 
ed flours may be sold without substi- 
tutes, but at the greater price than in 
;cases of standard wheat flour. 

{ “Retail dealers selling standard wheat 


| a less proportion of rye is used, 


flour will be required to carry in steck 
barley flour and corn flour, and with 
every sale of straight standard wheat 
| flour must sell in combination some one 
| or more of these substitutes on the 
, basis of one pound of the substitute 


for each four pounds of standard wheat 
flour, and it is distinctly provided that 
no dealer may force any purchaser: to 
take any other substitute, and all sub- 
stitutes handled by the retail trade 
must conform to the standards fixed 
by the United States administration. 

“Pure rye flour may be sold as a 
substitute, Sut must be sold on the 
basis of two pounds of rye flour for 
each three pounds of wheat flour. 

“The foregoing regulations apply to 
all customs and exchange transactions 
as well as to sales of flour to farm- 
ers. 

“In compliance with the general reg- 
ulations, the following alterations in 
the baking regulations are announced: 
i “Rule 1-A, which provides that the 
consumption of wheat flour shall not 
be more than 70 per cent of the con- 
sumption of 1917, is hereby rescinded. 

“Rule 2-A, covering wheat flour sub- 
stitutes by bakers, remains in force, 
except as to rye flour, which will be 
considered as a substitute on the basis 
of 40 per cent, which equals two pounds 
of rye to three pounds of wheat flour. 
Where «rye is used on this basis no 
other substitute is required, but agro 
the 
difference in the percentage must be 
made up. with other substitutes. 

“Rule 6-A is amended to read so as 
to require bakers to use one pound of 
substitute for each four pounds of 
standard wheat flour in all baking 
products, including bread. ° 

“Previous rules, limiting millers, 
wholesalers, retailers, etc., to a thirty- 
days’ supply is hereby amended so as to 
to permit a sixty-days’ supply. 

“The regulations limiting individual 
sales to city or town customers to 24 
pounds and rural customers to 48 
pounds is hereby rescinded. 

‘The regulation limiting sales by 
millers to wholesalers, or by wholesal- 
ers to retailers so as to require the pur- 
chase of equal weight substitutes or 
the surrender of certificates, and the 
further rule restricting to a basis of 
70 per cent of 1917, is hereby rescinded. 

“The rule prohibiting the starting up 
of plants which were ready for opera- 
tion on July 1, 1918, but not yet oper- 
ated at this time, is hereby rescinded. 

“Millers selling directly to consum- 
ers shall be governed strictly by all 
rules and regulations governing retail 
dealers.” 

Announcement was made by the fed- 
eral food administration office that all 
éf the foregoing amendments and modi- 
fications in the flour regulations are 
effective on atftd after September 1, 


1918, and publication is to be accepted 
as official notice.

THE END OF BLEASE. 


The result of the primary election in 
South Carolina will no doubt mark the end 
of the political career of Cole Blease, the 
notorious “anti,” reactionary and obstruc- 
tionist of that state, who sought a seat in 
the United States senate as the successor of 
the late Benjamin R. Tillman. 

Though blatantly and stentoriously an- 
tagonistic to the federal administration pre- 
ceding and subsequent to our declaration of 
war against Germany, Blease, taking cog- 
nizance of the unmistakable patriotic atti- 
tude of the people of South Carolina, sought 
political preferment by eleventh-hour pro- 
testations of loyalty; yet, like Vardaman, in 
Mississippi, and like others of the Varda- 
man-La Follette stripe in Georgia, he op- 
posed practically every administration war 
policy at a time when such opposition was 
most vitally dangerous to the country. . 

In the course of the contest President 
Wilson publicly and emphatically expressed 
disapproval of, Blease, saying that Blease 
was not and could not be considered friendly 
to the administration which he had bitterly 
and unpatriotically assailed. 

The result was that the loyalist voters 
of the state rallied to the support of one of 
the loyalist candidates opposing Blease, and 
Blease was overwhelmed by a veritable ava- 
lanche of patriotic votes! 

In practically every respect, save that 
Blease was not already a senator, the cam- 
paign in South Carolina was an exact coun- 
terpart of that which ended in Mississippi 
a few days previously, and in every essen- 
tial respect the result was the same! 

The issue is the same in Georgia! 

And the conditions affecting the sena- 
torial campaign in Georgia being essentially 
the same as they were in Georgia’s sister 
states upon either side, surely our people 
will be found no less patriotic in their re 
sponse to the president’s call to duty! — 

As a matter of fact, it is even more nec- 
essary that the people of Georgia respond 
to the appeal of the president and combine 
the loyal vote upon one man to defeat the 
disloyalist candidate than it was either in 
Mississippi or in South Carolina because 
of the peculiar county-unit provision in our 
primary election law. sat 

Under the Georgia primary election law 
there is not only a possibility, but danger, 
of Hardwick’s nomination by a one-third vote 
if the loyal two-thirds vote is divided be- 
tween several loyal candidates. 

The president has pointed the way—the 
only way-—whereby this danger may be 
averted. That is, by the concentration of 
the loyal, the proadministration, the pa- 
triotic, vote of the state upon the strongest 
one of the senatorial aspirants opposed to 
the one disloyal candidate. Every unbiased, 
fair-minded political observer in Georgia 
must acknowledge that William J. Harris is 
this candidate. 

By that means Hardwick can and will 
be defeated even more decisively than was 
either Blease or Vardaman. 

And any voter who refuses or fails to 
follow that course in these extraordinary 
times will fall short of measuring up to his 


fullest obligations to the president and the 


country : 


THE WAY OF THE EVADER. 


The way of the duty-evader—the slacker 
—like the traditional way of the trans- 
“ig hard!” 
happens that. when 
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duty beckoned, however forbidding original 
appearances might have been. 

By way of illustration, a news report 
dated at Juarez, Mexico, a few days ago, 
emphasized the fact that “deserters, draft 
evaders and pro-Germans who seek refuge in 
Mexico find little welcome or comfort here,” 
and the correspondent went on to say that— 

“these aliens sit around the old passen- 
ger depot, waiting for a chance to steal 
a ride south, walk up and down the main 
street begging money for meals from any 
of their own nationality, or work at the 


most menial jobs obtainable in the stores 
and homes of the foreign residents.” 


Recently, according to this authority, 
three draft evaders appeared on the streets 
of Juarez in a wretched condition. They 
were, the correspondent said, “true types of 
the many who have come -to Mexico since 
the United States entered the war.” 

One was a German lad of 20, who had 
fled from his native land to evade the serv- 
ice duty imposed by the reigning war lords 
there, finding refuge with an uncle in Chi- 
cago. Subsequently, in order to escape his 
duty to the flag which afforded him pro- 
tection, he fled across the Rio Grande into 
Mexico. De 

Another was an Italian shoe factory em- 
ployee, claiming Boston as his home, who 
failed to register and fled to escape his duty. 

The third was a plain American, unedu- 
cated and wanting in ideals. He was de 
mented from worry and lack of food, when 
his identity became known in Juarez. 

All three were dirty, unshaven, ragged, 
disheveled, destitute, half-starved and in al- 
together wretched condition. The plight of 
each was pitiable. 

And each, like miserable Philip Nolan, in 
“The Man Without a Country,” was contrite 
and fully repentant, and each begged for an 
opportunity to return to the United States 
and surrender! 

Contrast with the miserable status of 
those three slackers—and all of their mis- 
guided ilk—the supreme pride and joy and 
the gratifying satisfaction that is felt by the 
brave young patriots who are gallantly pur- 
suing the course of duty “over there,” or of 
the equally patriotic, true-blue American cit- 
izens who are doing their best for their 
country in the training camps, in the indus- 
tries or in the fields at home! 

It must be awful to be a duty-evader! 

It must be punishment more cruel than 
the rack of the dark ages for one to know 
himself to be a slacker while his fellows 
are bearing his burdens and fighting and 
dying to make the world better! 


NAB THE BIG GUNS. 


A federal judge in Portland, Ore., a few 
days ago pointed a way by which the blind 
tiger menace in prohibition territory can be 
reduced to a negligible minimum if not al- 
together removed. 

Ever since the people of Oregon voted 
the state “dry,” the peace and police au- 
thorities of the state have experienced 
much difficulty in enforcing the prohibition 
law. Clandestine and surreptitious retail- 
ers of liquor, of the genus “blind tiger,” 


have been caught and fined or sent to jail. 


in great numbers; but so long as they 
themselves were able to get whisky for sale, 
the possible monetary profits were so tre- 
mendous that always there were to be found 
unprincipled and dollar-loving men and 
women willing to “take a chance” in defi- 
ance of the people’s will as expressed by the 
laws of state and nation. 


~ Finalty, wearying of the annoyance by 


the small fry—of the monotony of arresting 
and jailing and fining of the petty retailers 
of booze—the authorities, by warrant of the 
federal law, went down to San Francisco, 
collared one of the biggest liquor whole- 
salers there, who had been doing a lucra- 
tive business through boot-leggers and blind 
tigers in Oregon, and dragged him, as a 
prisoner of the United States, into the 
presence of the federal court. 

He was arrested under the federal con- 
spiracy act, given a fair trial—and he made 
a desperate and tremendously expensive 
fight. for liberty—found guilty by a jury, 
and the other day the judge stood him up 
and sentenced him to pay a fine of $10,- 
000! 

The fine was paid by the defendant be- 
fore he left the courtroom! 

In imposing the sentence this judge 
sounded a warning that well might be heed- 
ed by liquor dealers in all non-prohibition 
states; and established a precedent which 
judges throughout the entire prohibition 
area might follow to the distinct moral, so 
cial and economic benefit of their respec- 
tive communities. He said: 

“Of the defendant’s guilt I am fully 
convinced. Although it appears that he 
did not believe he was personally vio- 
lating the law, and may have committed 
the offense somewhat unwittingly, yet 
there can be no doubt of his intention to 
aid bootleggers. In one sense, his offense 
justifies a prison sentence, but, on ac- 
count of his previous good reputation, I 
will impose a fine only. However, I want 
the liquor dealers of San Francisco and 
other places outside the state to under- 
stand that the wishes of the people of 
Oregon who enacted the prohibition laws 
are to be respected. They cannot with 
impunity encourage men to violate the 
Oregon statutes. The conspiracy act is 
broad enough to reach and convict them, 


if they aid others to transport liquor into 
the state.” 


In this case a moderate fine probably 
would have done no good; but it is a safe 
assumption that the culprit will think so- 
berly and wait a long while before he again 
incurs the risk of having to pay ten thou 
sand dollars over the bar of justice. And, 
judging from the tenor of the court’s state- 
ment, a second conviction would result far 
more disastrously to the accused than the 
first! 

The best and surest way to stop prohibi- 
tion law violation is to send the blind tigers 
to prison—to lock them up by night and

THE CERTIFIED ENGINEER. 

The engineman of a train which crashed 
through a circus train, killing some sixty 
or more people, was said to have been asleep 
because of illness. 

I have myself seen an engineman, leav- 
ing home to drive his engine, so drunk 
that he could scarcely walk; not once, but 
on several occasions, so that I wondered 
how he managed to hold his job on a rail- 
road rather noted for its strict rule against 
drinking. 

The public pays for transportation and 
assumes that the railroad management will 
give good service and safety so far as rea- 
sonably attainable. But what assurance has 
the passenger as he boards a train that the 
engineman driving the engine is not drunk, 
dying or ill? 

An engineman’s fellows shrink from say- 
ing or doing anything that might bring 
about his discharge. An engineman himself 
naturally does not like to be laid off or 
fired so long as he thinks he can get 
through with his trip. I have heard engine- 
men tell of sleeping a good share of the 
way home from a city a hundred miles away, 
and of one engineman who frequently had 
epileptic seizures in his cab and lay uncon- 
scious for several minutes after the convyul- 
sion, the engine meanwhile being under the 
fireman’s control, if the fireman happened 
to notice the engineman’s plight at all. 

As railroads are conducted at present as 
engineman is required merely to report ata 
given time and take out his engine. He 
may be quite seriously ill, or intoxicated, but 
mo one in authority pays any -particular 
attention to the fact. 

As a matter of safety for the traveling 
public every engineman should be required 
to undergo medical inspection daily or be- 
fore every run and careful medical examina- 
tion several times a year. 

The certified engineer may seem a joke 
at first, as was certified milk to old-fash- 
ioned folk. But he is needed and needed 
badly right now. Of course the same applies 
to motormen, elevator men or any others 
entrusted with the driving of public con- 
veyances.

He was always in demand as a public 
‘speaker, by reason of his unusual ability as 
an orator. 

He belonged to that school of orators so 
linked with the traditions of the old south, 
though himself a product of the new south. 

He made his firat nation-wide reputation 
by his able defense of the Goebel claim to 
the governorship of Kentucky. That was 
following the campaign of 1900 when Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan was the democratic 
candidate for president against William Mc- 
Kinley. . ‘ 

When Mr. Bryan was making his cele- 
brated private-train tour of the middle west 
he spent two weeks swinging through Ken- 
tucky, and was joined by Goebel and James, 
both of whom spoke daily from the same 
platform with Bryan. 

With other political writers of the day, I 
was & press member of the party, and at 
that time the newspaper men knew that 
Ollie James, fondness for whom had develop- 
ed among all of them, would become one of 
the really big men of the nation—and he 
did, and in quick order. 

It is not necessarily true that a seat in 
the United States senate makes a national] 
character out of a man. Many senators are 
scarcely known or heard of except by the 
voters of their own states— 

But not so with this Kentucky political 
dynamo—for such he was.

Of William Jennings Bryan. 

The close personal friendship that sprung 
up between Olle James and William J. Bryan 
on their tour through Kentucky lasted until 
the day of his death, and, indeed, was in 
some degree responsible for the active inter- 
est that Senator James took in all of the 
Bryan campaigns. 

It will be recalled that he seconded the 
nomination of Mr. Bryan in Denver in 1908. 

It is a fact that no man in America has 
been more prominent at national democratic 
conventions for the past quarter of a cen- 
tury. He has attended every one since his 
majority, always as chairman:of the Ken- 
tucky delegation, and was chairman of the 
Baltimore convention, and nominated Mr. 
Wilson, He also made the address notifying 
him of his nomination. He was also perma- 
nent chairman of the St Louis convention in 
1916 when the president was nominated for 
a second term. 

Before hia election to the senate in 1913

Urgent N eed for Workers at Picric 


Plant Is Strongly Stressed 


“There is no more imperative war need 
in America today than that of completing the 
pleric acid plant which the government is 
erecting at Brunswick,” said Albert M. Smith, 
secretary of the Brunswick bureau of trade, 
who has been sent to Atlanta by his organi- 
zation for the purpose of co-operating with, 
and aiding, the United States employment 
service, of which H. M. Stanley, commission- 
er of commerceand labor of Georgia, is 
director for this state. Mr. Smith has been 
engaged for several days, at the department 
of labor, in the capitol, in preparing and 
sending out publicity over the state intend- 
ed to make clear to the people of Georgia 
the fact that the winning of the war and the 
very lives of our soldiers in France may 
depend on the degree of aid given by the 
people of this state in furnishing labor suffi- 
cient to complete the plant quickly. About 
ten days ago, the war department sent, 
through the headquarters of the United 
States employment service in Washington, 4a 
telegram to Director Stanley plainly warn- 
ing the people of Georgia that, unless the 
quota of five thousand additional men for 
the construction of this plant is furnished by 
Georgia within a week, the plant will have 
to be erected in some interior state where 
sufficient labor can be obtained. ‘ 

“Although at least ’$1,000,000 has already 
been spent on the plant at Brunswick, there 
is no doubt that the war department will 
remove the plant from Georgia unless the 
people of this state prove equal to the 
emergency and, by aiding the federal em- 
ployment service, provide sufficient men to 
enable the government to complete the plant 
quickly,” said Mr. Smith. “Expense cannot be 
considered. Time only is vital. Unless our 
armies are supplied with high explosives in 
sufficient amount, the Germans may be able 
to resume the offensive, prolonging the war 
and,costing us the lives of thousands of our 
soldiers. 

. To Also Supply France. 

‘Because of the destruction last winter 
of a picric acid plant in France, the French 
government proposed to the Butterworth- 
Judson corporation, an old chemical manu- 
facturing concern of New York, to establish 
a plant in this country. Soon thereafter ar- 
rangements were made by which the United 
States took over the entire proposition, 
agreeing to quadruple the size of the plant 
and furnish France picric acid in addition to 
supplying it for our armies. The United 
States government bought the site and is 
building the plant with its own funds, the 
Butterworth-Judson corporation having ¢on- 
tracted to erect the plant for the sum of one 
dollar and operate it for the government on 
a nominal profit of only 2% per cent, fur- 
nishing picric acid at 7 cents per pound 
against a lowest previous cost in this coun- 
try or France of 80 cents per pound. It is 
the intention of the contractor to take over 
the plant at the end of the war and operate 
it as a dyestuffs and fertilizer materials fac- 
tory, as it will have a daily capacity of 1,000 
tons’of sulphuric alone. 

“Through the earnest efforts of Governor 
Dorsey and Director of Employment Stanley, 
a large number of men have been sent to 
Brunswick through the twelve branch 
offices of the employment service in Georgia, 
since the entire service in this state were 


confined to recruiting for the picric acid 
plant. 
Need 3,000 Workers. 
“There are still needed at the plant at 
least three thousand laborers. The shortage 


efor some time has been common labor, need- 


ed to do the preliminary work to enable the 

skilled mechanics to proceed with their work.’ 
Within a few days there will be need for a 

large number of skilled men, such as carpen- 

ters, masons, riggers, stem-fitters, plumbers, 

and concrete men. Transportation is ad- 

vanced, by representatives of the United 

States employment service, to all men sent ° 
to Brunswick. 

‘The wage scale has been raised to 30 
cents per hour, the men being given $3.30 
per day for common labor, up to eight or 
nine dollars per day for the higher skilled 
men. Free living quarters are provided in 
new and completely furnished dormitories, 
and food at astoundingly low prices, of the 
best quality, is served at practically cost in 
the gigantic cafeteria operated at the plant, 
where six thousand men can be served within 
twenty minutes. So excellent is the food and 
service that the department heads who live 
in Brunswick eat in the plant restaurant in 
preference to taking their meals in the city. 
The water supply is from artesian wells, is 
absolutely pure and germless, and is piped 
to every point for the convenience of the 
workmen, and every dormitory has shower 
baths. Amusement and recreation features 
are being added as rapidly as possible, and, 
for the permanent operating force, a ¢com- 
plete city, of some 2,100 homes, with all 
modern conveniences, will be built. 


No Danger at Plant. 


“People who have blindly and mistakenly 
opposed the recruiting of labor for this vital 
industry have circulated the report that the 
lives of workmen at this plant would be en- 
dangered by the explosive nature of the 
product. Nothing could be further from the 
facts. Nothing will .be manufactured while 
the plant is under construction. Picric acid, 
as it will be made at this Plant, is non- 
explosive. A final ingredient will be added 
after it reaches France that will make it 
one of the most powerful explosives known. 
Excellent transportation ta and from the city 
is furnished by shuttle-traing on three trunk- 
line railroads that pass the site, and by ‘sev- 
eral bus lines operating at short intervals 
throughout the day. Electric car service will 
be extended to the plant as quickly as the 
necessary materials-and equipment can be 
obtained. at | 

“Representatives of the federal empley- 
ment service and recruiting officers com- 
missioned by this service are instructed not 
to take men from the farms or any essential 
war industries, and Director Sstanley is do- 
ing everything possible to see that the ad- 
ditional men are obtained without injury to 
any essential war industry or excessive drain 
on any particular section or community. 
Accordingly, eight branch offices of the 
United States employment service are being 
established at Waycross, Fitzgerald, Millen, 
Eatonton, Toccoa, Carrollton and probably 
Canton and Griffin, in addition to the twelve 
previously in operation at Atlanta, Athens, 
Americus, Bainbridge, Brunswick, Colum- 
bus, Gainesville, Dublin, Macon, Rome and 
Savannah.”

Valuations Increased 
Arid Deficit Decreased. 


Fulton county is largely responsible for 
pushing the total tax valuations of Georgia 
up from a $76,000,000 increase to an $84,000,000 
increase, the increase in this county being 
$7,000,000 more than last year, the latter be- 
ing accepted in the original estimate of 
$75,000,000. 

This excess in taxable valuations in Geor- 
gia over the original estimate, used in recent 
arguments to the legislature, will serve in 
reducing proportionately the Georgia deficit 
for 1919. 

By reason of the firm and unalterable po- 
sition of the senate branch in the recent as- 
sembly the excess appropriations were large- 
ly held down, more than a million dollars 
having been cut out at one swoop; as it 
finally ended, however, the state faced a 
deficit of $451,576 for 1919 in spite of the ax 
so determinedly and wisely used in the upper 
house—this deficit being based upon only a 
$76,000,000 increase in valuations. By reason 
of an addition of $9,000,000 to that figure, 
the deficit is automatically reduced accord- 
ingly. 

Not counting the accumulated deficits of 
1917 and 1918, therefore, which must be 
taken care of by the newly-created tax 
commission at the next session of the legis- 
lature somehow, the deficit for 1919 in Geor- 
gia will only amount to $229,701— 

And thank heaven it is no worse!

Now Let Us See 
About Highway Work. 


The Georgia highway commission has 
been notified by the national highway coun- 
cil that it will decline to approve further 
general orders for such bridge and road ma- 
terial as steel and concrete, until after the 
war. Orders based upon war demands will 
be approved. 

This means that $300,000 of the federal 
aid, already approved for bridge construction 
in Georgia, matched with equal amounts 
from interested counties, can now be appor- 
tioned for other projects. 

It means also that the military roads, 
such as the Gordon-Norcross road, and the 
Decatur-Gordon road, and the road from 
Brunswick to its new picric acid plant, and 
others of a like nature, can be included in 
priority orders, and their construction ar- 
ranged. 

The order does not stop in any way gen- 
eral roadbuilding in Georgia, if such a thing 
as getting a project started with federal aid 
could be depended upon. 

Up to the present time the Georgia high- 
way commission has built more beautiful 
roads, conforming to the most attractive sys- 
tems, of any other state in the union—eon 
paper—all on tracings and blue-prints, un- 
fortunately. ;

Attorney Frank Flynt, of Griffin, who is 
not only a good lawyer, but one of Spai- 
ding’s largest and most successful farmers, 
is unalterably opposed to any effort to fix 
a@ price upon cotton seed below what is fair 
and reasonable to the farmer, considering the 
present-day conditions. Mr. Flynt also cor- 
re¢ts an impression prevailing among people 
almost generally that a 500-pound bale of 
cotton produces:a ton of seed. Just how 
such an erroneous impression should become 
fixed in the minds of the people Senerally ig 
difficult to understand. It takes, generally 
speaking, about 1,200 pounds of baled lint to 
produce 2,000 pounds of seed—which is a difs 
ferent story. . 

Discussing the cotton seed question, Ma, 
Flynt says: 

“It has been stated that the seed from each 
bale of cotton will bring $75. That is a mis- 
take. There is an effort now being made by 
the oil mills to get the food control board 
to so fix the price of cotton seed that the 
farmer will not get more than $65 per ton 
for his seed. Now, the average bale of 600 
pounds of cotton, after the leakage at the 
gin and oil mills, doég not return the 
farmer more than 900 pounds of seed. It .

STEEL PROPERTIES 


Atlanta Capitalist Pays 
$480,000 for Extensive Min- 
eral Properties in State at 
Sale Ordered by Court. 


For $480,000, the upset price fixed by 
the court, Joel Hurt, prominent Atlanta 
capitalist, was the purchaser yester- 
day at the sale of the properties of 
the Georgia Steel company, which took 
Place at the office of Judge C. D. Mc- 
— referee in bankruptcy, at Dal- 

on. 

The properties. consist of some 26,000 
acres of coal and fron ore land in Dade 
county, Georgia; a pig iron blast fur- 
nace at Rising Fawn, Ga., and about 
15,000 acres of brown iron ore and man- 
ganese ore lands in Bartow county and 
adjoining in Cherokee county. The es- 
tate includes also about 2,500 acres in 
Alabama adjoining the Georgia prop- 
erties in Dade county and about an 
equal number of acres of iron ore lands 
in Catoosa county, near Ringgold, Ga,, 
lying on the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road. About twelve miles of broad- 
gauge railroad are also included. 

The minerals on these properties are 
particularly important at this time, and 
it is contemplated that the properties 
will be brought into greater use. The 
Bartow county manganese properties 
are being operated at present by the 
Georgia Iron and Coal company, which 
has had the Bartow county properties 
under lease. It is understood the man- 
ganese mines are extensive and that 
the ores are high grade. 

These properties were sold in 1906 
to an Alabama steel company operating 
furnaces in Alabama, which defaulted 
in its obligations, resulting in throw- 
ing the Georgia properties into litiga- 
tion, the holders of unpaid balance on 
the purchase price having asked for a 
foreclosure of the mortgage and sale 
of the properties. A final decree was 
recently entered in the United States 
States court in favor of the vendor, the 


Georgia Iron and Coal company, and 
the sale just effected was for the pur- 
pose of satisfying this claim.

There is class concentrated in the 
shortstops who still have a chance at 
the pennant and, glancing over the 
lists of all the clubs, it would seem

position. 

All three of these great shortstops 
are wating for the summons to duty, 
and it is probable that two at least 
would be at their posts now but for 
chance of playing the big series. 

The astounding part of the dope is 
that this kid Ollacher, a first-year 
man, who have, with Peckinpaugh, 
to the Great Scott and in some points 
the superior of both Scott and Chap- 
man, who have, with Pockinpaugh, 
been rated as the premier shortstop- 
pers.

In 
defensive work he is one of the great- 
est short fielders the game ever has 
known, with a pair of hands the like 
of which has not been seen since Lee 
Tannehill dropped back. He is prac- 
tically unshakable, the savior of his 
team in times of panic and a fellow 
more likely to hit in a pinch than he 
is when the bags are clear. 

Contrast him with Hollacher, a 
hustling, aggressive, superbly confi- 
dent without swell headedness, and 
in the matter of covering ground he 


can beat Scott He throws from any 
position, goes in both directions, and 
he is so. wonderfully certain of himself 
that it wili take a lot to smash his 
nervé and bring on a panic. 

_ The hitting of Hollacher this season 
is too good _to be entirely true. He 
has held up in the .300 class in a ma- 
jor league (weakened, it is true, but 
still a major) and hit far ahead of 
where he was able to hit in the coast 
league. He has’ gone. through his 
first season as a big leaguer without 
Aine slump either in batting or field- 
ing. 

Rather to my astonishment I dis- 
covered from restudying Hollacher’s 
games that he has been hitting the 
£00d pitchers as well as the bad. 
True, he has grabbed several clusters |

Against Sox Hurlers.

of them, at least, are certain to slow 
up his batting attack. Ruth certain- 
ly will trouble the little fellow ter- 
fibly and Sam Jones, with that puz- 
zling slow ball he has developed, will 
worry him. As to Mays, that fellow 
always is troublesome to a dopester. 
He is like that little girl who had a 
little curl. When his underhand 
“swift” is under control he is prac- 
tically unhittable, unbuntable and un- 
everything else. Any club which can 
by its style of attack compel Mays to 
shift to overarm pitching has him 
beaten right there, and about the only 
way that happens is when he loses 
control of the underhand delivery. 

Mays will worry Hollacher. The 
nearest thing to Mays’ style the kid 
ever has seen. is Fred Toney’s 
“swift,” and Fred no longer uses that 
except to waste or as a beaner. No- 
tice Hollacher’s work against Toney 
and you will discover that he has 
troubled Toney and besides drawing 
passes, has hit. It is plain that Hol- 
lacher’s value against Mays would be 
in trying to worry him into wildness 
rather than by hitting. 

The fact that Vaughn and Tyler 
must carry the brunt of the Cub pitch- 
ing in order to stop Ruth, McInnis, 
Hooper, etc., plays into the hands of 
Scott and compels’ us to add many 
points to his value as a hitter. The 
figures show that he has hit the left- 
handers. about 40 points better than 
he has the right-handers, but in this 
my own records are not complete, as it 
only goes to prove he does hit them 
better than °- his regular average 
against the run of mine pitching.

It is an\odd thing in studying the 
Cubs and Red Sox we find each team 
strong in the same spots that the 
other is, and weak in the same places, 
and the further we go with the dope 
the more that truth becomes evident.

IN MANY LOCALITIES 


National Weather and Crop 
Bulletin Is Bullish in Its 
Prediction. | 


Washington, August 283“The long 
Grought in the westerm portion of the 
Gotton belt was relieved in many local- 
ities by good fains during the week, 
but they came too late to be of mate- 
tial benefit to the cotfon é¢rop,” the Na- 
tional Weather and Crop Bulletin for 
the wéek ending last night announced 
teday. “The week was practically rain- 
lees in much of the dastern portion of 
the belt and lack of moisture is un- 
favorably affecting the development of 
the ofep in many places of this area. 


North Carolina, whidh did some dem- 


some dam- 
age t&é cottén. The temperattres aver- 
aged somewhat below nofmal in the 
extreme eastern rtion of the belt and 
it was congiderably warmer than usual 
in northern Texas and Oklahoma; else- 
whére the temperature averaged about 


no 

Cotton made fairly satisfactory aé- 
vances much of @ Carolinas, but 
there {6 considerable shedding in those 
states, and red spider activity is in- 
cregaing in uth Carolina. 

hé outlook is generally unfavora- 
Vie in Georgia, where the bolls con- 
titue to opén prematurely, and much 
damage has been done | rust, spider 
and weevil; the prospect for a top crop 
is poor, especially in the central and 
northéfh portions. Rust arid spider ac- 
tivity continue in Alabama and Missis- 
sippi; the soil is very dry in northern 
Alabama, But thé showérs in Missis- 
sippi caused some improvement by 
checking prematuré opening. 

‘The week was rather unfavorable 
in Louisiana, where frequent rains in- 
terrupted 4 rea 5 and lowered the 
grade: considerable shedding is _ re- 
ported in that state. 

“The severe drought was relieved in 
much of Texas and Oklahoma, but the 
rain came too late to be of material 
benefit in many localities, and it caus- 
ed muéh shedding in Oklahoma. Wher- 
ever the planta still posseas sufficient 
vitality in these states, however, the 
moisture gives some prospect of a 
good crop. Picking is progressing rap- 
idly tn Texas, but the yield is poor 
and most of the crop is being gathered 
at the first picking. 

“The showers gave fairly good ad- 
vance on much of the lowlands of - 
ansas, and the condition of the er is 
fairly satisfactory on the lower ground 
in the central and northeast portions 
of that state, but poor elsewhere. 

“Bolls are opening well to the north-

left behind and which are being fired 
from German guns by French gunners, 
the enemy is making haste to cross the! 
River Ingon in the region of Nesle and 
the Canal Du Nord. 

General Debeney’s men, without great 
opposition, advanced four and a half 
miles during the night and this morn- 
ing their. cavalry was upon Nesle close 
on the heels of the retiring enemy. 
The pursuit toward the Canal Du Nord 
slackened this morning when the ene- 
my’s artillery of all calibers maintained 
a heavy fire from strong positions west 
of the ganal. 

After Chaulnes fell, Gommiecourt, to 
the north, and Sept Fours was taken 
by the French, while later ‘Cressy, 
Balatre, Champien and Roiglese, be- 
tween Nesle and Roye, were captured 
and more than a score of other vil- 
lages occupied. 

Picture of Desolation. 

The battlefield the Germans have 
abandoned presents a picture of de- 
vastation and desolation that has not 
been surpassed during the war. Roye 
and the villages around about have 
been as thoroughly demolished as Mont- 
didier and Moreiul. Even cemeteries 
have been blown up, tombstones torn 
down-and graves opened. The names 
of towns in this region no longer have 
any other significance than as a rem- 
iniscence and a geographical designa- 
tion. They have ceased to exist as 
towns. Their sites are hardly /recog- 
nizable for the intense shelling has not 
only obliterated streets and defaced 
bogpidary lines, but has rendered the 
topography unrecognizable in aera! 
places. 

The ruins abandoned by the Germans 
previously were carefully filled with 
mustard gas. For this reason Roye As 
still inaccessible for occupation. 

The Germans were not able to use 
all the gas projectiles they brought 
to the present front and large dumps 
of them fell into French hands. They 
are now being fired against the enemy 
from some of the hundreds of German | 
guns the French First army has taken 
since August 8 The French Third 
army also attacked this morning, occu- 
pying Dives and pushing eastward to 
Vauchelle less than half a mile from 
Noyon, the fall of which appears to 
be only a question of hours, if the 
French so elect. 

Germans Won’t Halt on Oise. 

With the French in possession of 
Noyon, the Germans will have only 
their positions to the northeast in the 
hills along the Oise and in the north- 
west on the west bank of’ the Canal 
Du Nord to protect their retreat to the 
forest of St. Gobain and the Hinden-| 
burg line. 

It is not considered possible that 


the German retreat will halt on the 
Oise, so close are the French pressing 
the enemy. French patrols reached the 
region of Bethancourt this afternoon. 
The crossing of the canal and the 
River Somme in that region by the 
French troops would create the gravest 
menace to the safety of the enemy’s 
troops and material still south of the 
river. This pfospect explains the sac- 
rifice of an immense quantity of ma- 
terial in the region between Roye and 
te canal in order to accelerate the 
retrograde movement which
